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Hope stolen shipwrecked 
canons on the way home

PRECIOUS items stolen from the 
shipwreck, The London, should be 
making their way back to Southend. 

Three 17th century bronze cannons 
were taken from the wreck which 
blew up and sank a mile from 
Southend pier on March 7, 1665. 

Three irreplaceable 17th century 
bronze cannons stolen from the 
wreck were unwittingly bought by an 
American in 2008 for £56,000. 

Most of the items on board the ship 
have been saved thanks to a major 
archaeological project. 

They legally belong both to the 
council and Southend Museums 
Service. 

The council said the American 
buyer was legally entitled to get his 
money back. 

The council and the museums ser¬ 
vice hope if, and when, they get the 
cannons back, they will become a big 
crowd-puller at the new museum ear¬ 
marked for the cliffs on Southend sea 
front. 

Southend Museums Service is con¬ 
sidering applying for a £56,000 grant 
to the Victoria and Albert Museum 
and The Headley trust to pay back the 
American. 

Executive Councillor for enter¬ 
prise, tourism and economic devel¬ 
opment, Councillor Graham Longley 
said: “The wreck of the London is of 
major historical importance and the 
items recovered from it will become 
a key visitor attraction when they are 
displayed in the town. 

“This is why it is essential for us to 
ensure that the cannons - which are 
the only ones of their kind known to 
be in existence - remain here in 
Southend to become a crucial part of 
this exhibition. 

“The progress of the London ship¬ 


wreck excavation has sparked a great 
deal of interest, and all the way along 
we have had invaluable help from 
volunteers. 

“They have tirelessly assisted in 
sorting and undertaking preventive 
conservation of the rare objects res¬ 
cued from the wreck, and this vital 
community involvement helped the 
project get shortlisted for a Museums 
and Heritage Awards for Excellence.” 

The London, built in Chatham in 
1656 was one of just three completed 
large ships out of ten ordered by the 
Cromwellian Navy for the Anglo- 
Dutch war. 

The ship sank following an internal 


explosion whilst anchored at the 
Nore, and among the 300 people 
killed were 30 women and children 
who had come aboard to see off their 
loved ones. 

Only 24 people survived. 

The tragedy touched the heart of 
the nation and Samuel Pepys com¬ 
mented on it in his diaries. 

Items recovered from the wreck of 
the London are being conserved by 
Historic England and will return to 
Southend once research on each item 
has been carried out. 

The three cannons, made in 
Amsterdam, were used by the Dutch 
against the English, but then cap¬ 


tured by the English and kept as 
prizes. 

They were later installed on the 
London, which sank as it was prepar¬ 
ing to take part in the second Anglo- 
Dutch war. 

At Southampton Crown Court on 
Friday September 4, Vincent 
Woolsgrove, 49, of Ramsgate, Kent, 
was jailed for two years and ordered 
to pay £35,000 costs after admitting 
fraud in connection with the can¬ 
nons. 

Woolsgrove, who is a professional 
diver, falsely claimed to have found 
the cannons lying in international 
waters.

A force spokesman said: “In 
October 2013 he accessed, copied and 
disclosed another officer’s 
computerised application for a job 
promotion without the individual’s 
permission and then disclosed it to 
another officer who was considering 
applying for the same post.” 

The officer was dismissed without 
notice after a hearing on Monday, 
September 14.

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Farage angling to take back 


UKIP leader gets a warm reception from fishermen in 
Leigh worried that their livelihoods and centuries-old 
tradition is in danger of collapsing. SUZIMUSTON reports 


CONTROVERSIAL UKIP leader Nigel Farage 
met with Leigh fishermen to listen to their 
worries about the future of fishing. 

Mr Farage gave a rabble-rousing speech to a 
packed crowd at Bell Wharf, old Leigh. 

Well-known Leigh fisherman, Paul Gilson, 
whose family have fished the Thames for 200 
years, said he and other local fishermen were 
extremely nervous about their industry’s 
future. 

He said: “We are worried there will be no 
future for British fishermen. Foreign fisher¬ 
men are taking most of the fish stocks from 
British waters - the quotas are destroying our 
industry.” 

Grinning Mr Farage joked: “What you mean 
British waters should be fished by British fish¬ 
ermen! 

“This is my point entirely, I am concerned 
there is no future for the young fishermen. 

“If ever there was a lesson how not to man¬ 
age water, the treatment of the Thames is it. I 
want to see a sustainable fishery I do not see 
under the present dictatorship of the EU that 
this will happen - I am a mad keen sea angler 
- it’s ludicrous, once our fishermen use their 


quotas up, they have 
to throw their stocks 
back into the sea - 
it’s sheer madness. 

“On the other side 
we have Norway 
who is not a member 
of the EU they have 
200 miles of territor¬ 
ial waters.” 

Mr Farage was 
given a rapturous 
round of applause 
when he finished off THREAT" 

saying: “I have Fishermen have been 

looked at what has working out of Leigh 
happened with UK for hundreds of years 
fishing - we have 

lost 100,000 jobs from from losing our territo¬ 
rial waters. British people have great affection 
for the fishing industry and people want to 
come to Leigh to buy cockles and fish and so 
on. 

“We need to take back our territorial waters, 
we will do our bit and bring back jobs and 
bring back this industry.”

‘I’ve spent five decades 
fishing - but my sons 
might be the last’ 

FISHERMAN Matthew Smith said he was 
distraught his lads may not be able to 
continue with the family’s fishing tradition. 
People have lived off fishing in Leigh on 


Sea before Roman times. Matthew and his 
two boys are part of that tradition - he has 
been a fishermen on the Thames for almost 
five decades. 

The trade, which has experienced turmoil 
over the centuries, is going through another 
dark era. 

EU quotas set up to prevent overfishing 
force fishermen to dump the excess into the 


sea which has become a major source of 
resentment and anger. 

Matthew said the reduction in fishing 
stocks meant it would be impossible to keep 
the industry going. 

His son Ben started his training when he 
was just 12. He told the YA that not only his 
sons but also his two nephews had trained to 
be fishermen from a very young age. 


Matthew said: “It takes at least seven years 
to train to be a fisherman. This is because it 
can be a very dangerous profession. We have 
had our fishing quota taken away. 

“The Dutch own our fisheries now, UK 
fishermen have sold out to the Dutch, they 
have sold our national stocks.” 

Matthew and his lads met with Mr Farage 
to talk about their concerns on Thursday.

‘Bailouts one reason why we must get out of ED’ 


MR Farage spoke exclusively to 
the YA on why he wanted the 
country to leave the EU. 

Mr Farage said, in crude eco¬ 
nomic terms, Britain pays £55mil- 
lion per day to belong to the EU 
and gets £25million a day back. 

He said: “We pay a membership 
fee to belong to the EU, and as 


with any club, you hope to get 
some benefit for the fee. 

“We pay a fee so that we can buy 
and sell to France and Germany 
without trade tariffs, but no where 
else do you have to pay to trade. 

“China doesn’t have to pay to 
export to anybody! 

“The EU sells us more than we 


export, if you look, we import 
German cars, French wine and so 
on. 

“Norway, Iceland and 
Switzerland are thriving and they 
are not members of the EU, 
encumbered by Euro bailouts and 
extortionate EU membership. 

“There is no benefit at all to us 


being in the EU.” He said when 
Britain joined the Common 
Market in 1973, people were sold 
the idea it was a free trade area. 

“We were sold a lie, we are hand¬ 
ing over more than £17 billion a 
year to the EU. The EU is not only 
a political union, it is also a debt 
union.”

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RECONSIDER: The council needs to look at how circumstances have changed at the ground

SOUTHEND Council is set to 
discuss its plans for the com¬ 
pulsory purchase of land at 
Roots Hall. 

Members of the cabinet 
received an updated report on 
Tuesday this week about a res¬ 
olution to place a compulsory 
purchase order on land needed 
to kick-start plans for a new 
Southend United stadium. 

The cabinet will review the 
order at its cabinet meeting on 
November 10. 

The CPO resolutions were 


made on March 1, 2012. 

Council officials said the reso¬ 
lutions were not fulfilled 
because Roots Hall Limited and 
Sainsbury’s had not entered into 
the required agreements needed 
for the council to proceed. 

Council chiefs said the CPO 
orders would affect businesses 
which have yet to move out of 
the area, including Super Pizza 
on the corner of Victoria 
Avenue and Fairfax Drive. 

Southend Council leader Ron 
Woodley said: “The council 
wholeheartedly backs the foot¬ 
ball club’s ambitions to move 
to a new ground. 


“However, three-and-a-half 
years have passed and circum¬ 
stances have changed, so it is 
right to re-consider the Roots 
Hall CPO status once we have 
the relevant information that 
we have requested. 

“It is our intention to bring a 
report to the next meeting of 
cabinet which will detail any 
changed circumstances. 

“We have also requested 
additional information on the 
progress on the Roots Hall and 
Fossetts Farm development 
proposal, which will allow us 
to make an informed decision 
on how we proceed.”

You say you 
want a 
devolution 

MOST people know that 
Scotian^ while still remaining a 
part of the UK, has been given 
many powers under devolution. 

This allows the Scottish par¬ 
liament to control many of its 
own affairs and pass laws on 
matters such as education, 
health, environment, local gov¬ 
ernment and transport. 

Most people also know that a 
similar arrangement is also 
operating in Wales. 

Less well known is that 
Greater Manchester is also 
gaining from the many advan¬ 
tages of devolved powers. 

Earlier this year it was 
announced that the region 
would be put in control of its 
£6billion health and social 
budget. Even less well known 
is that the leaders of the 15 
councils in Essex wrote to the 
Government in March 2015 
registering their interest in 
developing a devolution deal 
for Greater Essex. 

A second letter this month 
informs the Government of 
their continued interest and that 
they believe government-grant¬ 
ed devolved powers to a Greater 
Essex Combined Authority 
would provide “long-term eco¬ 
nomic growth, increased pro¬ 


ductivity, provide greater cer¬ 
tainty on housing delivery and 
world class, financially sustain¬ 
able public services”. 

It is anticipated that, given 
the devolved powers. Greater 
Essex would develop the 
strongest economy outside 
London “increasing our eco¬ 
nomic output from £33.5bn to 
£60bn” by 2025. 

This is exciting stuff because 
devolved powers will bring 
cash into our community and 
the Greater Essex Combined 
Authority would have control 
over how it is spent on things 
such as infrastructure. 

At the cabinet meeting last 
Wednesday evening our coun¬ 
cil leader, Colin Riley, assured 
me that if the Greater Essex 
Combined Authority is created 
with the devolved powers they 
envisage then we are more 
likely to get a third road off 
Canvey earlier than compared 
with how things operate at pre¬ 
sent. This is to be welcomed. 

Of course negotiations are at 
an early stage but a new 
Greater Essex Combined 
Authority could be as little as 
two years away, providing all 
the councils agree to its for¬ 
mation. There is still much 
negotiating to be done and 
cabinet has said that residents 
will be kept informed. 

Individual councils will still 
be retained in the new Greater 
Essex but it is hoped great 
benefits will come to all com¬ 
munities by working together.

PrimeTime film review

MISS YOU ALREADY (12A, 
112 mins) 


I N 1988, Beaches starring 
Bette Midler and Barbara 
Hershey was the weepie 
du jour for a generation of 
women hankering for a bit¬ 
tersweet portrait of steadfast 
sisterly solidarity. 

Bottom lips still quiver, 
more than 25 years later, to 
the first notes of Midler's 
soaring ballad, Wind 
Beneath My Wings. 

It's been a long wait but 
actress Morwenna Banks 
provides 21st century gal 
pals with their own sobathon 
as screenwriter of this occa¬ 
sionally foul-mouthed come¬ 
dy drama set in the shadow 
of breast cancer. 

There are tears aplenty in 
Catherine Hardwicke's film, 
predominantly shed by lead 
actresses Toni Collette and 
Drew Barrymore as they 
rage against a cruel disease 
that affects one in eight 
women in the UK. 

There is humour and 
pathos too, not least in one 
beautifully handled scene 
between a wig maker 
(Frances de la Tour) and 
Collette's patient, as they 
select a new permanent 
barnet to replace the flowing 


locks lost to chemotherapy. 

Pleasingly, Banks's script 
doesn't paint characters as 
saints or martyrs. 

They are deeply flawed 
and behave badly, even at 
their lowest ebb, propelling 
a wrecking ball through a 
marriage when they should 
be fighting for survival. 

Collette and Barrymore 
play best friends Milly and 
Jess, who met at school 
and have shared pivotal 
coming-of-age moments like 
losing their virginities. 

Now 30-something and 
fabulous in radically different 
ways, the pals are braced 
for middle age. 

Milly is a PR executive with 
a handsome husband Kit 
(Dominic Cooper) and two 
cherubic offspring, Scarlett 
(Honor Kneafsey) and Ben 
(Ryan Lennon Baker). 

Bohemian earth mother 
Jess lives on a house boat 
with her oil rigger husband 
Jago (Paddy Considine) and 
cluckily prepares for the 
arrival of their first child. 

Out of the blue, Milly is 
diagnosed with cancer and 
has to confront her mortality 
without her designer high 
heels. 

As usual, Jess is by her 
side every painful step of the 


way, including a double 
mastectomy that forces Milly 
to question her femininity. 

Timed for release ahead of 
National Breast Cancer 
Awareness Month, Miss You 
Already is galvanised by 
believable screen chemistry 
shared by the two leads. 

Barrymore oozes adorabili- 
ty, while Collette has the 
meatier role and teases out 
the selfishness of her ambi¬ 
tious career woman, who 
has always prided herself on 
being able to arouse her 
husband. 

Scenes of Milly pre and 
post-surgery are moving, 
leavened by flashes of 
humour as friends and fami¬ 
ly attempt to buoy Milly's 
spirits: "Come on 
Frankentits. Let's get you 
bandaged up!" 

Plotting is a tad haphazard 
and a protracted 250-mile 
trek to the Yorkshire Moors 
creates unnecessary conflict. 

Thankfully, screenwriter 
Banks redeems herself with 
a well-judged final act that 
tugs our heartstrings without 
feeling like we're being 
shamelessly manipulated 
into reaching for another tis¬ 
sue.

D iscover how Frank 

Hornby's homemade toys 
created out of sheet metal in 
1901 led to the founding of 
Britain's famous model railway 
brand, and so much more, at the 
Hornby Visitor Centre. 

While you can track the history of 
Hornby's iconic model trains at the 
centre in Thanet, Kent, and see 
many of its creations, you can also 
discover more about other famous 
brands including Airfix, Scalextric 
and Corgi. 

Take a tour of the centre and see 
the development of the Hornby 'O' 
gauge and Hornby Dublo and 
innovations such as 'live steam', 
and marvel at spectacular model 
railway layouts including ones 
where you can run the trains your¬ 
self. 

You can follow the history of 
Airfix, from the launch of the 
Ferguson TE20 tractor kit in 1949, 
through to the latest releases, and 
learn how the models are made.

Grab a bite to eat in the Just The 
Ticket Cafe, which serves hot and 
cold food and drinks, and make 
the most of any special events the 
centre holds during the year 
including Make 'n' Paint and 
Scalextric Race Days.

Q. We are 
about to start 
house-hunting, 
and would really 
appreciate 
some general 
advice. 

A. I’m assuming, from 
your question, that you 
are first time buyers. 

However, if you do 
already own a property, 
then the first thing you 
need to do is put it on 
the market. 

Next, establish the 
minimum requirements 
for your new home. 

What are your absolute 
must-haves - not just in 
terms of numbers of 
rooms, but also other key factors like 
commutability, access to schools, and so 
on? You also need to work out your 
maximum budget. This might sound 
glaringly obvious, but you wouldn’t believe 
the number of people who waste a great 
deal of their own (and other people’s) time, 
looking at properties that they can’t afford 
and which don’t really meet their needs. In 
both cases, a good estate agent and a 
good financial advisor can help you clarify 
things. 

(Incidentally, Tm not suggesting that you 
should only be ruled by your head, rather 
than your heart. After all, choosing a home 
is a very emotional business. But at least 
you should be clear in your own mind 
about the key parameters of your search. 


Once you’ve got them 
fixed, then you can 
obviously let your heart 
have a say!) 

When it comes to house¬ 
hunting itself, of course 
most people these days 
start with the internet. 
However, there is still a 
place for the traditional 
way of doing things, 
spending a weekend or 
two mooching up and 
down your chosen high 
street, visiting all the 
agents. This is 
particularly useful if you 
are planning to move to 
an entirely new area, 
since it also gives you 
the opportunity to check 
out the neighbourhood in 
a way that no amount of 
web-surfing can match. Either way, you will 
need to register with the agent, or agents. 
In doing so, make sure you give them all the 
information you can regarding your 
requirements and your financial situation, 
etc. 

Finally, when it comes to checking out 
individual properties, be selective. 
Sometimes people ask me how many 
properties they should look at, and I always 
reply, “As many as it takes. ’’ Go and inspect 
your chosen properties - preferably in the 
company of the agent, and always in 
daylight. 

Last, but no means least, be patient. 
Remember, this is probably the biggest 
investment you’ve ever made - so don’t 
rush.

Peugeot 508 addition is a great all-rounder

PEUGEOT'S popular 508 line-up was 
extended to inolude a highly-effioient six- 
speed automatio RXH model and the ear is 
eertainly an impressive all-rounder. 

It benefits from standout Peugeot design 
oues, inoluding the oompany’s new upright 
grille with the Peugeot Lion at its oentre and 
distinotive light olusters that make the ear 
instantly reoognisable at night from the front 
or rear thanks to the feline elaw-shaped 
LEDs. 

It’s not all for show beoause these lights 
are perfeot for illuminating bends when oor- 
nering - they are eoonomieal, fast and very 
effective. 

This car also came with 18-inch alloys, roof 
rails, privacy glass and a massive panoramic 
sunroof that seems to defy gravity and 
stretch the entire length of the cabin allowing 
light to flood in. 

The interior is beautifully modern and clut¬ 
ter-free with a host of technology to be 
explored. 

Techno treats are plentiful and included 
automatic dual-zone air conditioning, a DAB 
digital radio, CD player, Bluetooth connectivi¬ 
ty, a seven-inch multi-function colour touch¬ 
screen, sat nav, heated electric seats with 
memory settings on the driver’s side and a 
colour head-up display system.

My only gripe after clocking up almost 500 
miles was some irritating glare on the wind¬ 
screen caused by the speaker on top of the 
dashboard and the head-up-display mount¬ 
ings.

62mph sprint time of 9.7 seconds, top 
speed of 136mph, combined fuel economy 
of 61.4mpg and carbon emissions of 
119g/km.

£30,895 (£31,765 with options).
